ters: which I humbly beſeech your Lordſhips 
to accept of, as the belt fruits of a ſhallow ca. 
aſitie: ſo ſhall I thinke my time and charge 
well imploied, which I haue ſpent in cheſe 
affaires. 
haue omitted many things in this my 
diſcourſe, which I concciued to be Imperti- 
nent at this time for me to relate, as of the 
time of my being at Sea, of the ſtrange Fiſh 
which wee there law, ſome with wings fly. 
ing aboue the water, others with mancs, cares 
and heads, and chaſing one another with o- 
pen mouths like ſtone Horſes in a parke, as al- 
ſo of the ſteering of our Courſe, the obſerua-

He firſt place I ſet my ſoote vpon in 

i New England, was the Iles of Sboulds, 
being Ilands in the Sea, about two 

Leagues from the Mayne. | 

Y Vpon theſe Ilands, Iacither could 

ſee one good timber tree, nor ſo much good ground 

as to male a garden. 

The place is found to be a good fiſhing place for: 
6. Shippes, but more cannot well be there: for wank: 
of convenient tage-roome, as this yeares experience 
hath proued. I 


+ The Hatbour is but indifferent good, Vpon theſe 


lands are no Savages at all. Es 


The next place I came vnto was Pan i, where 


one At. Towſon hath made a Plantation, there I ſtayed. 


about one Moneth, in which time, I ſent for my men 


from the Eaſt: who came aver in diverſe Shipps. 
At thĩs place I niet with the Governour, who came 
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thicher in a Barke which he had from one M. efton a- 
bout 20. dayes before L arived in the Land. 

The Governour then told me, that I was joyned 
with him in Commiſſion as a Counſeller, which be- 
ing read I fdũd ig was ſo. And he then in the preſence 
— more of the Counſell, adminiſtred vnto me 
an oath. 

After the meeting of my men, I went a coaſting in 
two boats with all my company. 

In the time I ſtayd with A, Tamſen, I ſurveyed 3s 
much as poſſible I could, the wether being vnſeaſon- 
able and very much ſnow. 

Ja thoſe parts, I ſaw much good Timber. But the 
ground it ſeemed to me not to be good, being very 
rockey and full of trees and bruſhwood. : 

There is great ſtore of fowle of diuerſe ſorts, her- 
of I fed very plenrifully, f 

About two Engliſh miles further to the Eaſt, I found 
a great River aud a good harbour called Paſcattaway. 
But for the ground I can ſay nothing, but by the rela- 
tion of the Segamore or King of that place, who told 
me there was much good ground up in the river about 
ſeven or eight leagues. | 

About two leagues , further to the Eaſt is another 
great river called Aquamenticas. There I think a good 
5 — may be ſetled, for there ls a good harbour 
or ſnips, good ground, and much already cleared, fit 
for planting of corne and other fruits, having hereto- 
fore ben planted by the Salvages who are all dead. 
There is good timber, and likely to be good fiſhing, 
butas yet there hath beene no tryall made chat I can 


heare of. 
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About s leagues further to the Eaſt is a harbour cal. 
led Cape Porpas, the which is indifferent good for 6 
ſhippes, and it is generally thought to be an excellent 
place for fiſh, but as yet there hath been no tryall 
made, but there may be a good plantation ſeated, for 
there is good Timber, and good ground, but will re- 
quire ſome labour and charge. | 

About foure leagues further Eaſt, there is anothec 
harbour called Sames ( betweene this place and Cope 
Porpas I loſt one of my men) before we could reco- 
ver the harbour a great fog or miſt tooke us that we 
could not ſec a hundted yards from us. I perceiving 
the fog to come upon the Sea, called for a Compaſle, 
and ſet the Cape land, by which wee knew howto 
ſteare our courſe, which was no ſooner done but wee 
loſt ſight of land, and my other boate, and the winde 
blew freſh againſt us, 1 that we were enforced to 
ſtrike ſaile, and betake us to our Oares which wee 
uſed with all the wit and ſtrength we had, but by no 
meanes could we recover the ſhore that night, bein 
imbayed and compaſſed round with breaches, whi 
roared in a moſt fearfull manner on every ſide us: 
wee took counſell in this extremity one of another 
what to doe to ſaue our liues, at length we reſolved 
that to put to ſea againe in the night was no fit courſe, 
the ſtorme being great, and the winde blowing tight 
of the ſhore, and to runne our boate on the ſhore 
amongſt the breaches, ( which roared in a molt feare 
full manner) and caſt her away and indanger our 
ſeſues we were loath to doe, ſeeing no land nor knou- 
ing where we were. At length I cauſed our Killick 
which was all the Anker we had ) to be caſt forth,

7 and one continually to hold his hand upon the roode 


or cable, by which we knew whether our ancker held 
or no: which being done wee commendedꝭ our ſelues 
om reſolution to be as oom. 
fortable as we could, and fo fell to our victuals. Thus 
we ſpent that night, and the next motninꝑ, with much 
adoe we got in to Samco, where I found my other 


- Therel ayed fiue nights, the winde being con- 
trary , and the weather very vnſeaſonable, having 


auch raine and n coninuall foggse. 
2 ilt us aur Wigwam; or houſe, in one Houres 


7 ena ir had no frame, but was without forme ab fa- 
ion, 


onely a few ſet up together, and couered 
with our — 5 which kept forth but a little 
winde, and leſſe raigne and ſnow. 


Orr greateſt comfort we had, next unto that which 
was ſpirituall, was this, we had foule enough for kil- 
ling, wood m—_— for telling, and good freſh water 
enough for drinking. But our was the wet 
ground, andour ing our wet cloaths. Wee had 
ney of Craine , G Duckes and Mallard, with 


other fowle,both boyled and roſted,but our ſpits and

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racks weee many times in danger of burning before 

the meateovas ready (being but wooden ones.) 
After I had Gayed there three daies , and no likely- 
hood of a good winde to carrie vs further, I tooke 
with me fixe of my men, and our Armes, and walked 
— the ſhore , to diſcoucy as much by land as I 
: after had travelled about two Engliſh miles 


i Imet with a riner which ſtayed me that I could goe 
o further by land that day, but returned to our * 
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of habitation where we reſted that night 9 our 


— - — — - — — 


lodging amended ) for the day being dry I cauſed all 
my company to accompany moe to a marſh ground, 
where wee gathered euery man his burthen of long 
dry graſſe, which being ſpread in our Wigwam or 
Houle, I praiſe God I reſted as contentedly as euer l 
did in all my life. And then came into my minde an 
old merry ſay ing, which I haue heard of a begger boy 
who ſaid if euer he ſhould attaine to be a King, he 
would haue a breſt of mutton with a pudding in it, 


- and lodge euery night vp to the eares in drye ſtraw, 
und thus I made my ſelfe and my company as merry as 


Icould, with this and ſome other conceits, making 
this vſe of all, that it was much better then wee deſer- 
ued at Gods hands, if he ſhould deale with vs accor- 
. to our ſinnes. 

he next morning I cauſed 4 of my men to rowe 
my leſſer boate to this riuer, who with much adoe got 
in my ſelfe, and 3 more going by land: but by reaſon 
of the extremitie of the wether we were enforced to 
ſtay there that night, and were conſtrained to ſleepe 
vpon theriver banke, being the beſt place wee could 
finde, the ſnowe being very deepe. The next mor- 
ning wee were enforced to rife betime, for the tyde 
came vp fo high that it waſhed away our fire, and 
would haue ſerued vs ſo too if we had not kept watch: 
So wee went ouer the riuer in our boate, where I cau- 
ſed ſome to ſtay with her, my ſelfe being deſirous to 
diſcover further by land, I tooke with mee fourg men 
and walked along the ſhore about ſixe Engliſh miles 
further to the Raft where I found another riuer which 
ſtaied mee. So we returned backe to Samco, where — 

B 3 re 
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reſtof my company and my other boate lay. That 
night I was exceeding ſieke, by reaſon of the wet and 
cold and much toyling of my bedy : but chankes be 
to God was indifferent well the next morning, and 
the winde being faire we put to ſea, and that day came 
to Q#4k. | 

But before I ſpeake of this place I muſt ſay ſome- 
thing of Saweo, and the too riuers which I diſcouered 
- that bay, which I thinke neuer Engliſhman ſaw be- 

ore. 


Sawco is about one league to the Northeaſt of a cape 


land. And about one Engliſh mile from the maine 
licth ſixe Ilands, which make an indifferent good har- 
bour. And in the maine there is a Coue or gutt. which 
is about a cables length in bredth , and too cables 
length long, there too good Ships may ride, being 
well mored a head and itarne, and within the Cove 
there is a great Marſh , where at a high water a hun- 
dreth ſayle of Ships may floate, and be free ſrom all 
winds, but at lo water i uſt ly a ground, but being 
ſoft oaſe they can take no hurte. 

In this place there is a world of fowle, much good 
timber, and a great quantetie of cleare ground and 
good, it it be not a little too ſandy. There hath beene 
more fiſh taken within too leagues of this place this 
yeare then in any other in the land. 

T he riuer next to Same eaſtwards, which I diſco- 
vered by land, and aſter brought my boat into is the 


ſtrangeſt river that ever my eyes beheld. It flowes at 
the leaſt ten foot water upright, and yet the ebbe runs 
ſo ſtrong that the tyde doth not ſtem it: At three quar- 
ters floud my men were ſcarce able with foure Oares 

to 
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to New England. 
to rowe a head. And more then that, at full Sea I dip- 
ped my hand in the water, quite without the mouth 
of the River, in the very main Ocean, and it was as 
freſh as though it had been taken from the head of a 
Spring. | 

This River, as I am told by the Salvges, commerh 
from a great mountaine called the Ohriſtall hill, being 
as they ſay 100 miles in the Country, yet is it to be 
ſeene at the ſea ſide; and there is no ſnip ariues in New 
England, either to the Weſt ſo farre as Cape Cod, or to 
the Eaſt ſo farre as Aanbiggen, but they ſce this 
Mountaine the firſtland, it the weather be cleere. 

The next river Eaſtward which I diſcovered by 
land, is about ſixe miles from the other. About theſe 
two rivers I ſaw much good timber and ſandy 
ground, there is alſo much fowle, fiſh and other com- 
modities: but theſe places are not fit for plantation 
for the preſent, becauſe there is no good comming in, 
either for ſhip or boate, by reaſon ot a ſandy breach 
which lyeth alongſt the ſhore, and makes all one 
breach, 

And now in its place I come to Quack , which I 
haue named Yorke. At this place there fiſhed divers 
ſhipsof waymenth this yeare. 

It lyeth about two leagues to the. Eaſt of Cape Eli- 
zabeth, it is a Bay or Sound betwixt the Maine and 
certaine Ilands which lyeth in the ſea about one Eng- 
liſh mile and halte. | 

There are foure Ilands which makes one good har. 
bour, there is very good fiſhing, much fowle and the 
mayne as good ground as any can deſire. There I foiid 
one River wherein the Savages ſay there is much Sal- 


mon and other good fiſn. In this Bay, there hath ben 
| taken 
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taken this yeare 4. — fiſhermen who driue 
only for Herring, ſo that it is lib ly there may be good 

tore — were men fit for that purpoſe. 
This River I made bold to call by my one name 
Levetts river, be ing the firſt that diſcovered it. How 
farre this river is Navigable I cannot tell, I haue ben 
but 6. miles up it, but on both ſides is goodly ground. 

In the fame Bay I found another River, u 
which I went about three miles and found a great all, 
of water much bigger then the fall at Zo»dex bridge 
atlow water, further a boate cannot goe, but aboue 
the fall the River runnes ſmooth againe. | 
Iuſt at this fall of water the Sug amore or King of that 
place hath a houſe, where I was one day when there 
were two Sagamors more, their wives and children, in 
all about 50. and we were but 7. They bid me wel- 
come and gaue me ſuch victualls as they had, and I 
aue them Tobacco and Aqua wite. After I had ſpent a 
ittle time with them I departed & gaue them a ſmall 
ſhor, and they gaue me another. And the great S4. 
amore of the Eaſt Country, whom the reſt doe ac. 
— be chiefe amongſt them, hee gaue unto 
me a Bevers skin, which thankfully received, and ſo 
in great loue we patted. On both ſides this tiver there 
is goodly ground. | 

From this harbour to Segede/ock , which is about 
8. or g. leagues, is all broken Ilands in the Sea, which 
makes many excellent good Harbours, where a thou- 
ſand faile of Sbipps may ride in ſaſety; the ſound 
going up within the Ilands to the Cape of Segadabock. 
In the way betwixt Yorke and Sagadalvoct lyeth 
Ceſcee, a good harbour, good fiſhing, good _, 
| | and 
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and much fowle. And I am perſwaded that from 
cope Elizabeth to Sagadabock, which is aboue zo leagnes 
to follow the Maine, is all exceeding commodious 
for Plantations : and that there may be 20 good 
Townes well ſcated , to take the benetir both of the 
ſea, and freſh Rivers. 

For Seg«dshock I need ſay nothing of it, there hath 
been heeretofore enough (aid by others, and I feare 
me too much. But the place is good, there fiſhed this 
yeare two ſhips. 

The next place I came to was C an, a place 
where nine ſhips fiibed this yeare. But I like it not for 
a plantation, for I could ſee little good timber & leſſe 
good ground, there I ſtayed foure nights, in which 
time, there came many Savages with their wives and 
children, and ſome of good accompt amongſt them, 
as Menawormet a Sagamore, Cogeweſco the Sagamore 
of Caſco and Qsact, now called Yorke, Somer ſet, a Saga- 
more, one that hath ben found very faithfull to the 
Engliſh,and hath ſaved the liues of many of our Na- 
tion, ſome from ſtarving, others from killing. 

They entended to haue ben gone preſently, but 
hearing of my being there, they deſired to ſee me, 
which I underſtood by one of the Maſters of the 
Ships, who likewiſctold me that they had ſome ſtore 
of Beauer coats and skinnes, and was going to Pe- 
maquid to truck with one Mr.w:theridge, a Maſter of 
a ſhip of Baſtable, and deſired me to uſe meanes that 
they ſhould not carry the out of the harbour, I wilht 
them to bring all their truck to one Mr. Cotes tage 
& I would do the beſt I could to put it away: ſome 
of them did accordingly, and 2 then ſent for the Sg 


mores, 
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more, who came, and after ſome complements they 
told me I muſt be their cn, and ther Captaine 
Gorges was fo, ( which you may imagine I was not a 
little proud of, to be adapted coxento ſo many great 
Kings at one inſtaunt, but did willingly accept of it) 
and ſo paſſing away a little time very pleaſantly, they 
delired to be gone, whereupon I cold them that I 
underſtood they had ſome coates and Beauers skins 
which I deſired to truck for, but they were unwiiling, 
and I ſcemed careleſſe of it (as men muſt doe if they 
deſiteany thing of them:) But at laſt Sowerſer ſwore 
that there ſhould be none carryed out of the harbour, 
but his cozen Lever: ſhould haue all, and then they 


began to offer me ſome hy way of gift, but I would 


take none but one paire of ſleeues from Cogaweſco,but 

told them it was not the faſhion of Engliſh Captaines 

alwaicsto be taking, but ſometimes to take and giue, 

and contenually to truck was very good. But in fine, 

we had all except one coate and two skinnes, which 

they reſerved to pay an old debt with, but they ſta · 
ying all that night, had them ſtole from them. 

In the morning the Sagameres came to mee with a 
grieuous complaint, I vſed the bet language I could 
to giue them content, and went with to ſome 

which they moſt ſuſpected, and ſcarched both 

Cabins and Cheſta, but found none. T hey lecing my 

williagneſſe to finde the theefe out, gaue mee thankes, 

and wiſhed me to forbeare, ſaying the Rogues bad 

— them into the woods where I could not find 
m. 

- When they were ready to depart they asked mee

| Hileſt I Raied in this place I had ſome 
N little trucke but not much, by reaſon of 


an euill member in the Harbour, who 
being couetous of trucke vſed the matter ſo, that he got 
the Sauages away from me. 
Ad it is no vonder that hie ſhould abuſe me in this 
ſort, for he hath not 3 Lordſhipps and all 
the Counſell for New-Eng | 

He ſaid vnto the Gouernour that the Lords had ſent 
men ouer into that Countrey with Commiſſions, to 
make a prey of others. And yet for my owne part I ne- 
wer demanded or tooke from any man in chat. Coun- 
tery' the value of a denier, neither had I ſo much 
helpe from any Shippe or Shippes companie as one 
mans labour the ſpace ofan houre , nor had I any pro- 
uiſion or victuall vpon any tearmes whatſoeuer , ſaue 
onely, 1000. of bread and 22. buſhells of peaſe, which 
BC eas ad he a cpa Fr 
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which I gave preſent ſatisfaction in Brac skines and 
alſo one Rownlet of Aqua vita, which was brought 
tome 16. Leagues vnexſpeced, which good manners 
bid me buy. Much more prov.ſion was offered tome 


| by many Maſters of Ships, but I had no need there. 
Ot, 


- __ gaue them thanks for their kindneſſe, and refu- 
d all. | 

Nay it is well knowne, that I was ſo farre from do- 
ing wrong to any: that I ſuffered the Land which was 
granted to me by Pattent and made choyce of before 
any other man came there, to be uſed, and my timber 
to be cut downe & ſpoyled, without taking or askin 
any ſatisfaRion for the ſame. And I doubt not but a 
others to whom you gaue authoritie, will ſufficiently 


cleare themſelues of all ſuch imputations. 


He ſaid allo he cared not for any authoritie in that 
lace, and though he was forbid to trucke, yet would 
e haue all he could get: in deſpite of who ſhould ſay 
to the contrary, having a great Ship with 17. peeces of 
Ordinance and 50. men. 

And indeedhis praiſe was according to his words, 
forevery Sunday or once in the weeke, he went him- 
ſelfe or ſenta boateup the river and got all the trucke 


before they could come downe to the Harbour. And 


ſo many Savages as he could get to his ſtage, hee 
would enforce the to leaue their goods behind them, 
One inſtance a mong(t many I will giue you. 

Ona certaine day there came two Savages to his 
place, who were under the command of Sewmerſer or 
Conway [| know not whether, at which time they were 
both with me at my houſe, but the other two who 


went to him, knew not ſo much, but afterwards they 


C3 under- 
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underſtanding of it, came preſently over, bur left their 
Corts and Bensey skines behind them, whereat Somer: 
ſis and Conway were exceeding angrie: and were rea- 
dy to beate the poore fellows, but I would not ſuffer 
them fo to doe. They preſently went over the Harbor 
themſelues in their Cannom xo fetch their goods, 
this man would let them haue none, but withed the 


to truck with him, they told him they would not, but 


would carry them to Capraine Levert, he ſaid Levert 
was no captaine, but a /«kspe,a poote fellow &c. 
They told himagaine that he was a Rogue with ſothe 
other ſpeeches, whereupon he and his company fell 
upon thein & beate them both, in ſo much ha they 
came to me in a great rage againſt him, and ſaid, they 
would be revenged on his Filbermen at fea,and much 
adoe I had to diſwade one of them for going into 
Englandto tell K ing James of it, as he faidz when they 
came to me in this rage, there was two or three Ma- 
ſters ot Shippes by, and Heard very wor. 
But all this did me no hurt, ( ſaue the loſſe of che

I was a poore man as he had reported of mee. They

would be gon, (and indeed I cannor tell what I ſhould

They asked me why I would be gone out of their 
Countrey, I was glad to tell them my wife would not 
come thither except I did fetch her, they bid a pox on 
her hounds, (a phraſe they haue learned and doe vie 
when they doe curſe) and wiſhed me to beate ber. I 
told them no, for then our God would bee angrie. 
Then they runne out vpon her in evill tearmes, and 
wiſhed me let her alone and take another, I told them 
our God would be more angrie for that. Againe they 
bid me beate her, beate her, repcating ic often, and 
very angerly, but Ianſwered no, that was not the 
Engliſh faſhion, and beſides, ſhe was a good wiſe and 1 
had children by her, and I loued her well, ſo I ſatisfi- 
ed them. Then they told me that I and my wife and 
Children, with all my triends ſhould bee hart: ly wel- 
come into that Countrey atany time, yea a hundreth 
thouſand times, yea Moucbii te, Monchicke, which is a 
word of waight. |

They are very bloudy minded and full of Trach- 
erie amongſt themſelues, one will kill another for 
their wives, and he chat hath the moſt wiucs is the 
brauck fellow : therefore I would wiſh no man to 
truſt them, hat euer they ſay or doe, but alwaies to 
keepe a ſtrickt hand ower them, and yet to vie them 
kindly and deale vprighely with them; ſo ſhall they 

leaſe God, keepe their reputation amongſt them, and 
be free from danger. 

Their Sag r: are no Kings 28 J verilie beleeue, for 
Ican ſee no Gouernment or Law amongſt them but 
Club Law: and they call all Maſters of Shippes Soge- 
ne, or any other man, chat they ſee haue a com- 
maund of men · 

Their wiues are their flaues and doe all their worke 
the men will doe nothing but kill Beaſts Fiſh & c. 

On a time teaſoning with one of their — 2. 
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bout there having ſo many wiues, I tould him it was 
no good taſhion, he then ed mee how many wiues 
King {ames had, I told him he neuer had but one, and 
ſhee was dead, at which he wondred, and asked mee 
who then did all the Kings worke. You may Iragin 
he thought their faſhion was vniuerſall, and that no 
* any to worke for them but their wiufs. 

They haue no apparrell but skinnes except they 
haue it from the Exgliſb, os raub, in winter the weare 
the haire ſide inwards, in ſummer outwards. They 
baue a peece of a skinne about theirfloines like a girdle 
and hetweene their legges goes another, madetaſt to 
the gir dle before and behind, which ſerue: to couer 
their nakedneſle, they are all thus apparrelled, going 
bare headed with long haire, ſometimes you ſhall not 
know the men from women but by their breaſts, the 
men having no haire on their faces. 

When their Children are borne they bind them 
on a peece of board, and ſers it vpright, either againſt 
a tree or any other place. They keep them thus bound 
vntill they be three months old and after they are con- 
tinuall naked vntill they be about five or ſixe yeares. 
Yee ſhall haue them many times take their Children 
& bury them in the ſno all but their faces for a time, 
to make them the better to indure cold : and when 
they are notabouez. yeares old, they will take them 
and caſt them into the Sea, like a little dogge or Cat, 
to learne them to ſwimme. 

Their weapons are bowes and arro ves, I never ſaw 
more then two fowling peeces, one piſtall, about foure 
Halfe-pikes, and three Curt. laces amongſt them, ſo 
that we neede not to feare them much, if wee avoid

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Their houſes ate built in halfe an houres | — 
onely a few powles or boughes ſtucke in the groun 
and couered with the barkes of trees. 

Their Language differs as Exgiiſb & welſs. On atime 
the Gouernour was at my houſe, and brought with 
him a Savage who liued not aboue 70. miles from the 
place which I baue made choiſe of, vvho talking vvith 
another Sange they vvere glad to vie broken Exg- 
lifb to exprefle their mind each to other, not being a. 
ble tovnderſtand one another in their Language. 

And to ſay ſomething of the Countrey: Iwill not 
doe therein as ſome haue done, to my knowledge 
ſpeake more then is true: I will not tell you that you 
may ſmell the corne fields beſore you ſee the Land, 
neither muſt men thinke that corne doth growe nat 
rally (or on trees, ) nor will the Dears come v hen the 
are called, or ſtand ſtill and looke one a man untill he 
ſhute him, not knowing a man from a beaſt, nor the 
fiſh leape into the ketrle, nor on the drie Land, neither 
are they ſo plentifull, that you may dipp them up in 
baskets, nor take Coad in netts to make à voyage, which 
is no truer: then that the fowles will preſent them 
ſelues, to you with ſpitts through then.

Fiſh, and I find them to be good im.. 
Now let any husbandman tell mee, whitherthere 
be any feare ofhaui >anykindof Corne, having theſe 
ſeuerall kinds of Earth with theſe helpes , the Climar 
being full as good if not better then Exglane. . 5 


I dare be bold to ſay alſo, there may be Shippes as 


conveniently bviltthere as in any place of the world, 
where, I haue beene, and better cheape. As for 
Plancke, crooked Timber, and all other forts what ſo. 
euer can be defired for ſuch purpoſe, the world can. 
not a fford better. Maſts and Yeards,of all ſiſes, there 
— Teers growing, whereof Pitch and Tarre is 
made. | - 
And for Sailes and all ſorts of Cordiſh yon neede 
not to want, iſ you will but ſowe Hempe and Flax 
ſeede, andafter workeit-. Now there wants nothing 
but Iron, and truely I thinte I haue ſeene Tron- ſtone 
there, but I muſt acknowledge I haue no great iudge- 
ment in Mineralls, yet I haue feene the Iron · workes 
in —_— and this Stone is like ours. Bot howſoe- 
ver if the Countric will not afford Iron, yer it may be 
eaſilie brought, for it is good Ballaſt for Shippes. 
There is alſo much excellent Timber for _—_ 
an 
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and Coopers: howſoeuer a worthy Noble man hath 
beene abuſed, who ſent ouer ſome to make Pippe- 
+ caves, who either for want of skill or induſtrie, did 
no good. Vet I dare ſay no place in England can af. 
ford better Timber for Pippe- ſtaues, then foure ſeue- 
rall places which I haue ſeene in that Countrey. 

Thus haue I relaited vnto you what I haue ſeene, 
and doe know may be had in thoſe parts of Mn Ex- 
gland where I haue beene, yet was | neuer at the Meſe- 
chsſctt , which is counted the Paradice of Ne- Ex. 
gland, nor at Cape An. But Ifcare there hath been 
too faire a gloſſe ſet on Cape Ann. I am told there is a 
good Harbour which makes a faire Inuitation, but 
when they are in their entertainement is not anſwer- 
able, for there is little good ground , and the Shippes 
which fiſhed there this yearc, their boats went twen- 

miles to take their Fiſh, and yet they were in great 

are of making their Voyages, as one of the Maſters 
confeſſed vnto me who was at my houſe. 

Neither was I at New- Plimoth, but I feare that place 
is not fo good as many other, tor iſ it were in my con- 
ceite, they would content themſelues with it and not 
ſeeke for any other hauing ten times ſo much ground 
as would ſerue ten times ſo many people as they haue 
now amongſt them. But it ſeemes they haue no Fiſh 
to make benifir of, for this yeare they had one Shippe 
Fiſſit at Pemoguid, and an other at Cape Aan, where 
they haue begun a new Plantation, but how long it 
wil! continew I know not. 

Neither was I euer farther to the Welt, then the 
Iles of Shoulds. 

Thus aus Idoge with wy commendaion ofthe 
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Countrie. I will now ſpeake the worſt Ino by jr. 
About the middle of May you ſhall haue little 
Flies, called Aastetoes, which are like Gnatts, t 
continue as I am told, vntill the laſt of Iuly. Theſe _ 
are very troubleſome for the time, for they ſting ex- 
ceedingly both night and day. But I found by expe. 
rience that bootes or thicke ſtockings would ſaue the 
legges, gloues the hands, and tiffeney or ſome ſuch 
things which will not much hinder the ſight will ſaue 
the face, and at night any ſmoake will ſecure a wan. 

The reaſon of the aboundance of theſe creatures, 

I take to be the woods which hinders the aire, for! 
haue obſerued allwaies when the winde did blow but 
a little, we were not much troubled with them. 

And l verily thinke that if there were a good num- 
ber of people planted together, and that the woods 
were cut downe, the earth were tilled, and the rubbiih 
which lietn on the ground herein they breed were 
burnt, and that there vcre many chimneyes ſmoaking, 
ſuch ſmall creatures would doe but little hurt. 

Another cuill or inconuenience I ſce there, the 
the ſnow in winter did lie very long vpon the ground. 

But I vnderitand that all the parts of Chriſtendome, 
wero troubled with a cold winter ſo well as wee. Yet 
would I aske any wan what hurt ſnow doethf The 
husbandman will ſay that Corne is the better for it.

About two yeares ſince one Mr. #eftov lentduct; 
about 50 — to nag, with little — 
vvhen they came there, they neither applyed: 
themſelues to planting of cotne nor taking of fiſh , 
more then for their preſent uſe, but vvent about to 
build Caſtles in the Aire, and making of Forts, neg- 
lecting the plentitull time of fiſhing. When Winter 
came their forts vvould not keepe out hunger, aud 
they hauing no proviſion before hand, and wanting 
both powder and ſhot to kill Deere — 
vvere ſtarued to death, and the reſt hardly eſcaped. 
Thete are ſoure ot his men which eſcaped, how at 
my plantation, ho haue related unto me the whole 
buſineſſe. 

Againe, this laſt yeare there went ouer diueiſe at 
one time, and to one place, with too litile proviſion, 
ſome of them are dead, yet I cannot heare of any that 
were meerely ſtarued, except one whoſe name was 
Chapmes, a Londcner, and whether he was ſtaruedot 
no is uncertgineʒ but if be were, Gods iuſtiudgęment 
did appeare. For this man (as I am told;bytan honest 
man, who came from Lendan withhim) brought at 
the leaſt 85 pound worth of prouiſion, and no mort 
but himſelte and two ſervauts, which was ſuſnicient 
for at the leaſt 18 manerhs, if it kad been well uſed. 
And yet in 5 moneths after his arivall in New EH land 
he dyed miſerably. N 5 
Let me tell you a ſlrange thing of this man (.Lbave.it 
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but by relation from one of his companions) he pay- 
ed for his paſſage, and his mens, and proviſien,fo that 
he needed not to haue ſpent aay thing untill his arival 
in New England, yet would he at Pmsth (where the 
ſhip ſtayed too long for him and others, ipent ſeven 
or eight pound a week in wine, Tobacco, and whores, 
and for the maintaining of this expenoe be daily fet- 
ched his proviſion from aboard, and ſold it at a low 
rate. And when they were at Sea, his Tobacco being 
ſpent, he gaue uſually ſixe pence tor a pipe; he gaue 
alſo a ſure of cloaths,valewed to be worth 5 o ſhillings 
for ſo much Tobacco as was not worth halfe a cro ne. 
Nay at laſt, as his Comtade told me, he was glad to 
become ſervant to one of his ſervants. Then his 
Maſter told hirn, that it he would work hee would 
allow him one bisket cake a day, if not he ſhould 
haue but halie a cake. He made choice of halfe a cake, 
vvithout vvork; and ſo a baſe lazie fcl'ow made a la- 
mentable end. Where was the. faulcnaw, in the 
men, or the Count? 

Another obiection which I haue met vvieh is this: 
That there is nothing got or ſaued by ſending men 
ouer to plant; neither is ic benchicialleither to private 
men , either Aduenturer or Planter, or good for the 
Common-wealth.

It lay they there be ſo many plantations, there will 
be no roome in the Countrey for ſuch Ships as doe 
come yeately to make voiages, and by this meanes 
Shippes ſhall lye ſtill and decay Marriners and Fiſher- 
men ſhall wantimployment, and ſoall will be out of 
frame if euer we ſha!l haue watres. And thereſqre 
howſoeuer it may be benefitiall to ſome few perſons, 
yet it will be hurtfull to the Common-wealth, And 
conſequently all ſuch as haue any hand in ſuch buſi · 
neſſes are euill members in the Comnion- wealth. 

Ianſwere that if theſe things were throughly cxami- 
ned by his Maieſtie, the Parliament or Counſel] Table, 
it would plainely appeare, that the moſt of them 
which keepe ſuch adoe againſt Plantations, are the 

teſt enimies to the publique good, and that their 

w of care for the Commo.wea th is nothing but a 
colour, for the more cleauoly concealing of their vn- 
knowne profits. It will allo appeare, that plantati- 
ons are for the publique good and by that meanes 
there ſhall be more and better cheape Shippes built: 
and imploied , more Mariners and Fiſhormen keept 
to worke then nowthere are, and more people per- 
takers of the benefits then now there oth, 

Which [ proue thus, firſt there may be Timber had 
to build Shippes,and ground for Cotne and keeping 
of Cattel, and all for little or nothing. ; 

Secondly there may bee more men trained vp in 
fiſhing then now there is, whoſe trade is gecaiedin 

Eng- 
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publicke, beforre his owne private good. 
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land, and they ready to ſterue for want of imploy- 
ments. 

Thirdly, there may bee twice ſo much fiſh:taken 
every ycarc as now there is. For Shippes that goeto 
make Voyages, ſeidom: or neuer keep their boats ac 
Sea aboue two Months or cen weekes, for making 
their Voyage, and I dare maintaine that there is Fiſh 
enough to be taken, ſeuen Mounths in the yeare, if 
men be there ready to take all opportunities. 

Fourthly, the more Filh that is taken the more 
Shippes there muſt be for the tranſportation of ir. 

Fiftly, whereas now none doth take the benifite but 
a few Marchants, not all the Marchants in the Land, 
no not one ofa thowſand. : 

By Plantations, not onely all the Marchants in the 
Land, but all the people in the Land may partake 
thereof. 

And now to ſhe you how the profite may ariſe.

Sheweth how by adventuring of 4 100.Jounds more or 
leſſe, « man mey profite ſo much enery years, for 20. 


 yeares or longer, without any more charge then at the firſt. 


'T Muſt confeſle I haue ſtudied no other Art alonge 
—time but the Myſteries of New Engl Trade, and 
I bope at laſt: I haue attained to the underſtanding of 
the ſecrets of it, which I thinke the Fiſhermen are 
ſorie for. But it ſhall be no longer concealed,tor that 
thinke every good ſubiect is bound to preferte the 


Firſt - 
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Firft therefore, I will ſhew you the charge which 
every Marchant is at yearely, in ſending their Shipes 
to fiſh there, and ſo necre as I can the profit they make 
of ſuch Voyages. Then we will ſee the charge which 
planters muſt be at, in ſending men over to ſtay there, 
and the profitthey are likely ro make, and ſo by com- 
paring the one with the other, we ſhall ſee, which is 
the better and more profitab'e courſe. 

A Shipp of 200. Tunn, commonly doth carrie in 
thoſe Voyages 50. men, theſe men are at no charge 
but 20. ſhillings a man towards their vittels, neither 
haue _ any waiges, but in leiu thereof they haue 
onethird part of all the fiſh and trayne. 

Another third part there is allowed the owners of 
the Shippe for their fraught, and the other third part 
is allowed for the victuall, ſalte, nets, hookes lines and 
other implements for taking and making the Fiſh: 

The charge of victualling ( which is vſually for g. 
Mounths,) the ſalte & c. doth commonly amount to 
about 800 pounds, and fer that they haue (as I ſaid 
one third part of the Fith ) which is, neere 67. tunne, 
the Shippe being laiden, which will make 1340, Kin- 
calls, ( at the Market ) ſometimes when they come to a 
good Market they ſell their Fiſh tor 44. Riallsa K in- 
tall, and ſo to 36 Rialls, which is the leaſt, but ſay 
they haue 40, one time with another, and at that rate 
one third of that _ layding doth yceld 1240 
pounds, which they haue tor disburſing of 800 
pounds nine Mounths. . . | 34 

Now take notice that they are but 8 or 10 weckes 
in taking all their Fiſh, and about one Mounth lon- 
ger in making it fit to be Shipped. ; 

| Which 
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Which being conſidered, then ſay that ſuch men as 
are ſent ouer to plant. aue 12 Months prouiſiõ, which 
wil amount to 1066 pounds 13 ſhillings 4 pence, theſe 
men ſtay in the Countrey, and doe take the benefit 
both of the firſt & laſt fiſhing ſeaſon; & all other opor- 
tunities, the Fiſhing continuing good, at the leaſi ſea- 
ven Moneths in the yeare, though not all at one time: 
now I hope you will grant that they are as lielie to 
take two Shippes lading as the other one, which if 
they doe, one third thercof at the ſame rate will a- 
mount to 2680 pounds, the charge you are at being 
deducted, the profit is 1019 pounds 6 ſhillings 8 
pence. Now tell me ſeriouſſy, which is the more 

rofitable courſe? 

Againe conſider, that in all likclihood this Fiſh is 
to be taken in 5, Monerhs, then haue you 7. Moneths 
more to — your men in the Countrey euery 
yeare, about building of Shippes, cleauing of pipe- 
8 other — and will that be worth no- 

ing: 8 
Tk this I will ay, ſend men ouer but with 18 
Moneths prouiſion, and Cattell, and Corne to 
plant, and other neceſſaries, and they ſhall afford you 
thus, much profit yearely, without euer putting you to 
more charge if God bleſſe them with health, and you 
from loſſes, (and I neuer heard of any great loſſe 
by aduenturing thither) and that you bee fitted withe 
good and vnderſtanding men to ouer. ſee the buſi · 
neſſe, who is able to direct them.

other good things there to be had; but I doe not loue 
to ſpeake of all at one time, but to reſerue ſome, to 
ſtop the mouths of ſuch prating coxcombs as will ne- 
yer be ſatisfied with any reaſon, but will alwaies ca- 
vill though to little purpoſe. RA 
And methinksI heare ſome ſuch people buzzing in 
ſome other obiections, and bidding me ftay, and not 
fiſh before the net, for there are many lets, as theſes 
There ate many ſhips gos, that makes not fo good 
voyages $51 ipeake of; for they are ſo long beaten in 
their paſſage, or on thecoaft, that the beſt of the 
fiſhing is paſt before they be there. 5 
To that [ anſwer, I ſpeak not what euery ſhip dorh; 
but hat ſome doe, and all others may doe, if they 
be in the Country to take all opportunities.

8 No thus haue I ſhewed you what hopes 
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tions ſo publicke a buſineſle, as that it ſhould tedound 
to the benefit of all the Kings Subiects. And againe 
that there wi'l never be ſo much mony raſed as to eſta- 
bliſh ſuch Plantations, for that moſt men in this age 
relpects their own profit 100 times more then the 
publicke good; and their hearts are ſoglewed tothe 
world, that you ſhall as ſoone bang them as draw any 
thing from them, though it be to never ſo charitable 
an ule. And if it ſhould be by way of command- 
ment, it would be a grievance not to be endured. 

But I would aske ſuch men whether they be ſo void 
of charity, as that they will not doe themſelues good, 
becauſe ſome others ſha'] have ſome by it alſo? And 
whether they will be grieued at a man for ſhewing of 
them how, by the disburſing of 20 ſhillings, they (hall 


haue 20 ſhillings a year for ſeuen, ten or twenty years, 


and perhaps for euer ? 

My deſire is not that any ſhould be compelled. One- 
ly this I could wiſh, that euery pariſh would adventure 
ſo much as they pay weekly to the relicfe of the poore 
(which is no great matter.) And fo euery ſhire by it 
ſelfe, would ſend over men to plant. And if atter 18 
moneth« they ſhall not yearely returne fo much pro- 
fits continually as will keep their poore, andeaſe their 
purſcs (prouidedalwaies, as | ſaid before, that they 
ſend ſuch men as are fit, and that the Tuſtices of eue- 
ry Shire be carefull to appoint ſuch a man to be their 
Captaine and Director as is honeſt, and of good vn- 


derſtanding, and that God bleſſe them from loſles, ) 


will be contented to ſuffer death. 
And yet let me tell you, that if it ſhould pleaſe 
God, that once in ſeuen yeares a ſhip ſhould bee caſt

away (which is more then hath beene uſuall, for f 
dare ſay, that for every i thoſe 
voyages, there in -+590-which con neth fife ) yet it 
but that yeares profite loſt;and perhaps not halſe. 

Another obiection may be this, I hat all men are 
not Fiſhermen , and that it is not fo eaſie a thing to 
nl ˙ et no nt 

To that | anſwer, That take a ſurvey of all the men 
that goethin theſe voyages, and there ſhall not bee 
tound one third of them that are meerly fiſhermen, 
and no other Trades. | 

Nay, I know many ſhip-Companies , that haue 
amongſt them houſe · Carpenters, Maſons, Smiths, 
Taylors, Shooemakers, and ſuch like, and in deed it 
is maſt fit they ſhould be ſuch; and I ſaw by experi- 
ence, that divers who were never at Sea before this 
yeare , proued very good fiſhermen: but I could wiſh 
that euer a fifr part of a Company be Fiſhermen, and 
the reſt will quickly be —8 and made xkilfull, 

I would to God that ſome one Shire, or more, 
would begin this godly and profitable courfe. For 
cettainely, God hath created all forthe uſe of man, 
and nothing hath he created in vayne. | 

And if wee will endure — England will. 
fully, and ſuffer ſo good a Countrey as this is to lye 
walt, I am perſwaded wee are guiltic of a greivous 
_ againſt God , and ſhall never be able to an- 

wer it. 

I could alſo wiſh, that the Lords both ſpirituall 
and temporall , the Knights and others ro whome 
God hath given abundance of theſe outward things, 
would (for the honour of God, the comfort of the 
poore 
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poore of our Land) joyne together, and by a 
voluntary contribution rayſe a ſumme of money, and 
imployit this way: And. that the profices might goc 
to the maintaining of poore children, and trayning 
them up in this courſe, by which they may be kept 
from begging and ſtealing. |

thither im a Barke which he had from one M. rſtau a. 
bout 20. dayes before I arived in the Land 
The Governour then told me, that I was joyned. 
with him in Commiſſion as a Counſeller, which be- 
ing read I foũd [it was ſo. And he then inthe preſence 
of three wore of the Counſelf, adminiſtred vnto me 
an oath, | 
After the meeting of my men, I went a coaſting in 
two boats with all my. company. | 
In the time I ſtayd with . Tumſon, I ſurveyed as 
much as poſſibleI could, the wether. being vnſeaſon- 
able and very much ſnow. | 
In thoſe parts; I ſaw much good Timber. But the 
ground it ſeemed to me not to be good, being very 
rockey and full of trees and bruſhwood. 
There is greatſtore of fowle of diuerſe forts, wher- 
of I fed very plentifully. | 
About two Englith miles futther to the Eaſt, I found 
a great River and a good harbour called Paſcattamay⸗ 
But for the ground I can ſay nothing, but by the rela- 
_ tion of the Sagamore or King of that place, who told 
me there was much good ground up in the river about 
ſeven or eight leagues. C 
About two leagues, further to the Eaſt is another 
great river called Aguamenticus. There I think a good 
plantation may be ſetled, for xhere is a good harbour 
for ſhips, good ground, and much already cleared, fit 
for planting of corne and other fruits, having hereto- 
fore ben planted by the Salvages who are all dead. 
There is good timber, and likely to be good fiſhing , 
but as yet there hath beene no tryall made that Ican

Abont 6 leagues further to the Eaftis aharbourcal. 
led Cape Perpas, the which is indifferent good for 6 
ſnippes, and it is generally thought to be an excellent 
place for fiſh, but as yet there hath been no tryall 
made, but there may be a good plantation ſeated, tor 
there is good Timber, and good ground, but will re- 
guire ſome labour and charge. 

About foure leagues further Eaſt, there is another 
harbour called Saweo ( betweene this place and Cape 
Porpas I loſt one of my men) before we could reco- 
ver the harbour a great fog or miſt tooke us that we 
could not ſee a hundred yards from us. I perceiving 
the fog to come upon the Sea, called for a Compaſſe, 
and ſet the Cape land, by which wee knew how to 
ſteare our courſe, which was no ſooner done but wee 
loſtſight of land, and my other boate, and the winde 
blew freſh againſt us, ſo that we were enforced to 
ſtrike ſaile, and betake us to our Oares which wee 
uſed with all the wit and ſtrength we had, but by no 
meanes could we recover the ſhorethat night, being 
imbayed and compaſled round with breaches, which 
roared in a moſt fearfull manner on every ſide us: 
wce took counſell in this extremity one of another 
what to doe to ſaue our liues, at length we reſolved 
 thatto put to ſea againe in the night was no fit courle, 
the ſtorme being great, and the winde blowing right 
of the ſhore, and to runne our boate on the ſhore 
amongſt the breaches, ( vhich roared in a moſt feare 
full manner) and caſt her away and: indanger our 
ſelues we were loath to doe, ſeeing no land norknow- 
ing where we were, At length I eauſed our Killick 
( which was all the Anker we had) to be caſt forth, 
| B 2 3 and 
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and one continually to hold his hand upon che roode 


or cable, by which we knew whether our ancker held 
or no: which being dodge wee commended our ſelues 


to God by prayer, & put on a reſolution to be as com- 


fortable as we could, and ſo fell to our victuals. Thus 


we ſpent that night, and the next morning, with much 


adoe we got in to Sawce, where I found my other 
boate. arts 121178 

There] ſtayed fiue nights, the winde being con- 
trary, and the weather very vnſeaſonable, hauing 
much raine and ſnow, and continuall foggse. 


We built us our Wigwam, or houſe, in one houres 


ſpace, it had no frame, but was without forme or fa- 


ſhion, onely a few poles ſetup together, and couered 
with our boates ſailes, which kept forth but a little 


winde, and leſſe raigne and ſnow: 


Our greateſt comfort we had, next unto that which 


was ſpirituall, was this ; we had foule enough for kil- 
ling, wood enough. for felling, and good freſh water 
enough for drinki 


other fowle, both boyled and roſted, but our ſpits and 


racks were many times in danger of burning before 


the meate was ready (being but wooden ones.) 


After I had ſtayed there three daies, and no likely- - 


hood of a good winde to carrie vs further, I rooke 


with me ſixe of my men, and our Armes, and walked 
along the ſnote, to diſcouer · as much by land as 1 
could: afterI had travelled abont two Engliſh miles 
I wet with a riuer which ſtayed me that I conld goe: 
no further by land that dayzbut returned to ourplaee | 


— — 
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ng. Bat our beds was the wer 
ground, and our bedding our wet cloaths. Wee had 
plenty of Craine, Gooſe, Duckes and Mallard, with 
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to New England . 5 
of habitation where we reſted that night (hauing our 
lodging amended) for the day being dry I cauſed all 
my company to accompany mee to a marſh ground, 
where wee gathered euery man his burthen of long 
dry graſſe, which being ſpread in our Wigwam or 
Houſe, I praiſe God I reſted as contentedly as euer I 
did in all my life. And then came into my minde an 
old merry ſaying, which I haue heard of a begger boy 
who ſaid if euer he ſhould attaine to be a King, he 
would haue a breſt of mutton with a pudding in it, 
and lodge euery night vp to the eares in drye ſtraw, 
and thus I made my ſelfe and imy company as merry as 
I could, with this and ſome other conceits, making 
this vſe of all, that it was much better then wee deſer- 
ued at Gods hands, if he ſhould deale with vs accor- 
ding to our ſinnes. 

. The next morning I cauſed 4 of my men to rowe 
my leſſer boate to this riuer, who with much adoe got 
in my ſelfe, and 3 more going by land: but by reaſon 
of the extremitie of the wether we were enforced to 
ſtay there that night, and were conſtrained to ſleepe 
vpon the riuer banke, being the beſt place wee could 
finde, the ſnowe being very deepe. The next mor- 
ning wee were enforced to riſe betime, for the tyde 
came vp ſo high that it waſhed away our fire, and 
would fiaue ſerued vs ſo too if we had not kept watch 
So wee went oner the riuer in our boate, where I cau- 
ſed ſome to ſtay with her, my ſelfe being deſirous to 

diſcouer further by land, I tooke with mee foure men 
-and walked along the ſhore about fixe Engliſh miles 
further to the Eaſt where I found another river, which 

ſtaied mee. So we returned backe to Samco, where _ 
B 3 reit 
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reſtof-my company and my other boate lay. That 
night I was exceeding ſicke, by reaſon of the wet and 
cold and much toyling of my bedy but thankes be 
to God I was indifferent well the next morning, and 
the winde being faire we put to ſea, and that day came 
to Quack. 151 
But before I ſpeake of this place I muſt ſay ſome- 
thing of Samco, and the too riuers which I diſcouered 
— that bay, which I thinke neuer Engliſhman ſaw be- 
fore. f | 1165 
Samco is about one league to the Northeaſt of a cape 
land. And about one Engliſh mile from the maine 
lieth ſixe Ilands, which make an indifferent good har- 
bour. And in the maine there is a Coue or gutt, which 
is about a cables length in bredth, and too cables 
length long, there too good Ships may ride, being 
well mored a head and ſlarne, and within the Cove 
there is a great Marſh , where at a high water a hun- 
dreth ſayle of Ships may floate, and be free from all 
winds, but at lo water muſt ly a ground, but being 
ſoft oaſe they can take no hurte, | 
In this place there is a world of fowle, much good 
timber, and a great quantetie of cleare ground and 
good, if it be nota little too ſandy. There hath heene 
more fiſh taken within too leagues of this place this 
yeare then in any other in the land. 
The river next to Same eaſtwards, which. I diſco- 
vered by land, and after brought my boat into, is the 
ſtrangeſt river that ever my eyes beheld. It flowes at 
the leaſt ten foot water upright, and yet the ebbe runs 
ſo ſtrong that the tyde doth not ſtem it: At three quar- 
ters floud my men were ſcarce able with foure Oares 
; | to 
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to rowe a head. And more then that, at full Sea I dip- 
ped my hand in the water, quite without the mouth 


of the River, in the very main Ocean, and it was as 


freſh as though it had been taken from the head of a 
Spring, | 
This River, as I. am told by the Safvages, commeth 
from a great mountaine called the Chriſtall hill, being 
as they ſay 100 miles in the Country, yet is it to be 
ſeene at the ſea ſide; and there is no ſhip ariues in New 
Exgland, either to the Welt ſo farre as Cape Cod, or to 
the Eaſt ſo farre as Monbiggen, but they ſee this 
Mountaine the firſtland, it the weather be cleere. 

The next river Eaſtward which I diſcovered by 
land, is about ſixe miles from the other. About theſe 
two. riuers I ſaw much good timber and. ſandy 
ground, there is alſo much fowle, fiſh and other com- 
modities : but theſe places ate not fit for plantation 
for the preſent, becauſe there is no good comming in, 
either for ſhip or boate , by reaſon of a. ſandy breach 
which lyeth alongſt the. ſhore, and .makes all one 


breach. 


And now in its place I come to Quat, which I 
haue named Yorke. At this place there. fiſhed. divers 
ſhips of uymouuh this yeare. 

It lyeth about two leagues to the Eaft of Cape Eli- 
zabeth, it is a Bay or Sound betwixt the Maine and 
certaine Ilands which lyeth in the ſea about one Eng- 
liſh mile and halfe. | | 

| There are foure Ilands-which makes one good har- 
bour, there is very good fiſhing, much fowle and the 
mayne as good groundas any can deſire. There I foũd 
one River wherein the Savages ſay thete is much Sal- 
un and other good fiſh, In this Bay, there hath ben 


l 
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taken this yeare 4. Sturgions by fiſhermen who drive 
only for Herrings, ſo that it is likely there may be good 
ftore taken if there were men fit for that purpoſe. 
This River I made bold to call by my owne name 
Levetts river, be ing the firſt that diſcovered it. How 
farre this river is Navigable I cannot tell, I haue ben 
but 6. miles up it, but on both ſides is goodly ground. 
In the fame Bay I found another River, up 
which I went about three miles and found a — 
of water much bigger then the fall at Lenden bridge 
at low water, further a boate cannot goe, but aboue 
the fall the River runnes ſmooth againee. 
Iuſt at this fall of water the Sagamore or King of that 
place hath a houſe, where I was one day when there 
were two Sagamors more, their wiues and children, in 
all about 50. aid we were but 7. They bid me wel- 
come and gaue me ſuch victualls as they had, and I 
gaue them Tobacco and Aqua vitæ. Aﬀer I had ſpenta 
little time with them I departed & gave them a ſmall 
ſhot, and they gaue me another. And the great 54+ 
amore of the Eaſt Country, whom the reſt doe ac. 
knowledge to be chiefe amongſt them, hee gaue unto 
me a Bevers skin, which thankfully received, and ſo 
in great loue we parted. On both ſides this river there 

is goodly ground | 2 
From this harbour to Sg, which is about 
8. or 9. leagues, is all broken Ilands in the Sea, which 
makes many excellent good Harbours, where a thou- 
ſand ſaile of Shipps may ride in ſafety; the ſound 
going up within the Ilands to the Cape of Sagadabocl. 
In the way betwixt Torte and Sagadahoct lyeth 
caſcoe, a good harbour, good fiſhing, good ground 4 
ä an 
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co New England. — 
and much fowle. - And I am perſwaded that from 
Cape Elizabeth to Sagadabock which isaboue'30 leagnes 
to follow the Maine, is all exceeding commodious 
for Plantations: and that there may be 20 good 


Townes well ſeated, to take the benefit both of the 


ſea, md freſh Rivers. | 

For Sagadahock I need ſay nothing of it, there hath 
been heeretofore enough ſaid by others, and I feare 
me too much. But the place is good, there filhed this 
yeare two ſhips. - : | 2 

The next ome came to was Caemanmogan, a place 
where nine ſhips fiſhed this yeare. Bat I like it not for 
a plantation, for Icould ſee little good timber & leſſe 
good ground, there I ſtayed foure nights , in which 


time, there came many Savages with their wines and 


children, and ſome of good accompt amongſt them, 


as Menawormet a Sagamore, Cogaweſcothe Sagamore 


of Caſcoand Quack, now called Torte, Somerſet,a Saga- 


more, one that hath ben found very faithfull to the 
Eugliſn, and hath ſaved the liues of many of our Na- 
tion, ſome from ſtarving, others from killing. 


They entended to haue ben gone preſently, but 
hearing of my being there, they deſired to ſee me, 
which I underſtodd by one of the Maſſers of the 
Ships, who like wiſe told me that they had ſome ſtore 
of Beauer coats and skinnes, and was going to Pe- 
maquid to truck with one Mr. autleridge, a Maſter of 
aſhip of Baſfable, and deſired me ko uſe meanes that 
they ſhould not carry thẽ out of the harbour, I wiſht 
them to bring all their truck to one Mr. Cokes Rage 
& I would do the beſt I could to put it away: ſome 
ol them did * ſear for the Saga 


mores, 
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mares, whocame, and aſter ſore complemepta they: 
told: me I muſt be thair/ co n and that. Captzing 
Gorges was ſo, (which y9u|may imagine e,] a2 / 
lietle proud ot, to be adopted cozen toJamany; great 7 
Kings at one inſtant; but did willingly accept of it) 
and ſo paſſing away a little time very pleaſantly, they 
deſired to be gone hereumon i Itold themthau [ 
underſtoodithey had ſame coates and Beaners skins 
which I deſired to truck for but they were un willing. 
and I ſeemed carelefle of it (as men muſt doe if they 
deſire any thing of then) But at laſt Somerſen:ſlwore - 
that there ſhould be none carryedout of the harbour, 
but his cozen Levett ſhould: haue all, and then they ; 
began to offer me ſome by way of gift, but would 
take none but one paire of ſleeves from Cogaweſco,but:: 
told them it was not the faſhion of Engliſh:Captaines 
alwaies to he taking, but ſometimes to take and giue, 
and continually to truck was very good. But in fine, 
we had all except one coate and two skinnes, (which: 
they reſerved to pay an old debt with; : bub they ſta⸗ 
ying all that night, had them ſtole from them. 
In the morning the Sagamone came to mee with a 
grieuous complaint, I:y{cd-thebeftitabguagel could. 
to giue them content, and went! with them tõ ſome 
Stages which they moſt ſuſpected; and: ſcarched both 
Cabins and Cheſts, but found none. I hey ſeeing myo 
willingneſſeto finde the theefe ont, gauo mee thankes 
and wiſhed me to forbeare, ſaying tbe:Rogueshad: 
— them into the woods where could not find 
them.

When they were ready to idepart they asked mee 
where ] meant to ſettle my. plantativa,. Irold R_ 
| _ 
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a many te dintendedtogoe 
Kö caſt. 3 reſolue, they Layed 
there was no god place and L had heard; that Pemo- 
a — Canmammagan and Aanhiggon were granted 
to others, & the beſt time for fiſhing; was then at hand 
which made me the more. willing. to retire , and. the 
rather. becauſe Cogaweſca the Segamore of Caſco and 
Quatke told me it that Iwould firdowneat either of 
thoſe two places, I ſhould be very welcome, and that 
he and his wife would;gocalong with me in my boate 
to ſee them, which curteſey I had no reaſon to refuſe, 
becauſe I had ſet vp my reſolution before to ſettle my 
plantation at Quacke, which I named Yorke, and was 
glad of this oppertunity, that I had obtained the con- 
ſent of them who as I conceive hath a naturall right of 
inheritance as they are the ſonnes of Noah, and there. 
fore doe thinłe it fit to carry things very fajtely With- 
- oux compulſion (if. it be Ppfibls for oyding of 
treacherie. 
The next day the winde came Haire.andIſayled to 
. Quacke or Zerbe, with the King, Queene, and Prince, 
bowe and arrowes, d oggrand kettell in my boate, his 
e cc Fe by i in their Cannow. 
we cane to 25 5 Maſters of the Shippes 
came to bis me nekome „and asked what Sauages 
Hem Wele, A the a, and Lehankedebem,they ed 
body em mee, drinkeandtobacco. 
he wor a 9 50 \Quecnc,asked me iſ thoſe men 
1 werez then ſhe: dranke 
they were welcome ta her 


29d aog bi im-welcome - 
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to her Countrey too, for you muſtſvnderſtand, that hot 
father was the Sagamore of this place and left it to her 
at his death hauing no more Child ten.. 

And thus after many dangers, much labour and 
great charge , I haue obtained a place of habitation in 
New-England, where I haue built a houſe, and fortified 
it in a reaſonable good faſhion, ſtrong enough againſt 
ſuch enimies as are thoſe Sauage people.

, Hileſt I ſtaied in this place I had ſome 
| \ / little trucke but not much, by reaſon of 
VVV, an euill member in the Harbour, who 
being couetous of trucke vſed the matter ſo, that he got 

the Sauages away from me. | 
And it i no wonder that he ſhould abufe me in this 
fort, for he hath not ſpared your Lordſhipps and all 
the Counſell for New-Eugland, 

He ſaid vnto the Gouernour that the Lords had ſent 
men ouer into that Countrey with-Commiſſions, to 
make a prey of others. And yet for my owne part I ne- 
ner demanded or tooke from any man in that Coun. 
tery, the value of a denier, neither had I fo much 
helpe from any Shippe or Shippes companie as one 
mans labour the fpace of an houre, nor had I any pro- 
uiſion or victuall von any tearmes whatſoeuer, ſave 
onely, 1000. of bread and 22. buſhells of peaſe, which 
was offered vnto mee, and not bymercqueſtcd, for 
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which I gave preſent ſatisfaRion in Beuer skines: and 
alſo one Rownlet of Aqua vita, which was brought 


tome 16. Leagues vnexſpected, which good manners 
bid me buy. Much more proviſion was offered to me 


by many Maſters of Ships, but I had no need there. 
= ſo I gave them thanks for their kindneſſe, and refu- 
all. | 

Nay it is well knowne, that I was ſo farre from do- 
ing wrong to any: that I ſuffered the Land which was 
granted to me by Pattent and made choyce of before 
any other man came there, to be uſed, and my timber 
to be cut downe & ſpoyled, without taking or askin 


x ſatisfaction for the ſame; And I doubt not but a 
ot 


ers to whom you gaueauthoritie, will ſufficiently 
cleare themſelues of all ſuch imputations. 

He ſaid allo he cared not for any authoritie in that 
yr and though he was forbid to trucke, yet would 
e haue all he could get: in deſpite of who ſhould ſay 
to the contrary, having a great Ship with 17. peeces of 

Ordinance and 50. men. 

And indeedihis practiſe was according to his words, 
for every Sunday or once in the weeke, he went him- 
ſelfe or ſent a boate up the river and got all the trucke 
before they could come downe to the Harbour. And 
ſo many Savages as he could get to his ſtage, hee 
would enforce the to leaue their goods behind them, 


One inſtance a mongſt many I will giue you. 


On a eertaine day there came two Savages to his 
place, who were under the command of Sammerſet or 
Conway] know not whether, at which time they were 
both with me at my houſe, but the other two who 
vent to him, knew not ſo much, but afterwards they

underſtanding of it, cane preſently over but left tljeſr 
Corts and'Beaner$kines behind them, whereat Somer- 
ſet and Conway were exceeding anigrte :*and were tea. 
dy to beate the poore fellows, but I would not ſuffex 
them fo to doe. They preſently went over the Harbor 
themſelues in their C anno to fetch their goods, but 
this man would let them haue none, hut wifhed thern | 
to truck with him, they told him they would not, but 
would catry them to Captaino Levett, he ſaid Zevelt 
was no captaine, but a acknape,a poore feltow & . 
They told himagaine that he Was a Re witli ſoine 
other ſpeeches; whereupon he and his company fell 
upon them & beate them both, in ſo much thar they 
came to mein a great rage againſt him, and faid, they 
would be revenged on his Filhermet at ſea, and mu 
adoe I had to diſwade one of them for going into 
England to tell King Iames of it, as he ſaid; hen they 
came to me in this rage, there: was tiyo or three Ma- 
ſters ef Shippes by, and Heardevery-wWoId. 
But all this did me no hurt, ( ſaue the loſſe pf the 
trucke, which by divers was thouglit to be worttr a- 
boue 58. Ii.) for che two Sage. ee el 
from me, and incenſed againſt me, art length ue 
meanes to be freinds with me, ſending one who'vke 
me, if I were genere en, Itoldthem no, I w: 
not angrie with them fr any ſuch matter as Jowſle 
Cons and vkititcs, but ifthe) ele Magde Un i, 
nauglitie men, and rebellionis then would be a- 
chic Hoggery, that is very angry, and wonld Cam, 
I.. CS 
„When they carpe them Ielues tome to lecke' peach, 
they brought me a Beaver Coate, aid two n 
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which they would haue let me had for nothing, but 
Iwoula not take them ſo, but gave then more then v- 
ſually I did by way ol Trucke, I then told them like- 
wiſe that if at any time they did Trucke with mee, 
they [ſhould haue many good things in leiu of their 
Bauer: and if they did not Trucke it was no matter, 
Lwould be good friends with them, ar Which they 
ſwiled aad talłed one to the other, ſayings the other 
man was a/ Iacknape, and that I had the tiglit faſhion 
of the Aberieney Sugamores, then they began to ap- 
plaude or rather fluter me, ſuying I wii {6 Bigge a 94. 


gawore;yeatoute fathom, Mhich were tlie beſt words, 


they could vſe to ex preſſe their minds: I replied that 
Iwas a poore man as he had reported of mee. They 
ſaid againe it was no matter what I ſaĩd, or that Iacł- 
nape (which. is the moſt diſgracefull word that may be 
in their conceite; ) for all the Sagamores in the Coun- 
tey loued poore Leuctt and was marhicke ſorie that he 
would be gon, (and indeed I cannot tell hat Ifhould 
thinlie of them; for euer after they would bring mee 
any thing they thought would giue mee content, as 
Egges and the whole bodyes of Beaver; which in my 
co eite eato like. Lamb, and is not inferĩour to it: yea 
the very boats Of Braut; & Otter. otinnet, from off their 
backes, which though 1 many times refuſed; yet not 
allwaies ) but I neuer tooke any ſuch courteſie from 
them but I required them anſtwerably, chuſing rather 
to neglett the pteſent profit, then tile hopes I haue to 
— to better things, which I hope will be for 
a publicks goody; and which I am perſwaded were a- 
veuous-finne;'to neglect toranyfiniſter end, 

And alixtle before my departire there came theſe - 
Saga-

mores to ſee mee, Sadameyt the great Sygamoreof the 
Eaſt Countrey, Atanawormet, Opparunwit, Skedragſ<. 
cett, Cogaweſco, Somerſett, Conway and others, Fl 

They asked me why I would be gone out of their 
Countrey , I was glad to tell them my wife would not 
come thither except [did fetch her, they bid a pox on 
her hounds , (a phraſe they haue learned and doe vſe 
when they doe curſe) and wiſhed me to beate her. I 
told them no, for then our God would bee angrie. 
Then they runne out vpon her in euill tearmes, and 
wiſhed me let her alone and take another, I told them 
our God would be more angrie for that. Againe they 
bid me beate her, beate her, repeating it often, and 
very angerly, but Ianſwered no, that was not the 
er faſhion, and beſides, ſhe was a good wife and I 
had children by her, and I loued her well, fo I ſatisfi- 
ed them. Then they told me that I and my wife aud 
Children, with all my friends ſhovld bee hart ly wel- 
come into that Countrey at any time, yeaa hundreth 
thouſand times, yea Monechicke, Monchiche, which sa 
word of waight. _ 

And Somerſeit tould that his Sonne (who was 
borne, whilt I was in the Countrey , and whom hee 
would nceds haueto Name )and ſhould be Bro- 
then and that there ſhould be e legamateb, 
(that is friendſhip) betwixt them, untill Taxco carried 
them to his wigwew, (that is, vncillthat they died. 


Then they muſtknow of mee how long I would be 
wanting, | told them ſo many Months, at which they 

to be well but wiſhe me to take beede 
] not c in that ( that h, her.) They 


ed me what] would doe with my bouſt, I told 


r 
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chem I would leaue 10. of my men there vatil[Tcame 
againe, and that they ſhould kill all che 'Tarravtens 
they ſhould fee (being enimies to them) and with 
whom the Engliſn haue no comarſſe. At which they 
reioyced exceedingly, and then agreed amongſt them- 
ſelues, that when the time ſhould be expired, which 
Iſpoke of for my returne, euery one at the place 
where he lived would looke tothe Sea, and when 
they did ſee a Ship they wold ſend to all the Sagamores 
in the Countrey, and tell them that poore Leuett was 
come againe. And thus inſteed of doing me hurt, I 
thinke that either he or I haue done good to all Plan- 
ters, by winning their affections, (which may bee 
made vſe of without truſting of them.) 

Zut if your Lordſhip ſhould put up this wrong 


done unto you, and the Authority which you gaue 


them, never expect to be obeyed in thoſe parts, ei- 
ther by Planters or Fiſhermen ; for ſome haue not 
ſtucke to ſay, that if ſuch a man, 3 
rity, and abuſing one of the counſell, and drawing 
his knife upon him at his own houſe, which he did, 
ſhould goe unpuniſhed, then would not they care 
what they did heereaſter. 

And truely let me tell your Lordſhips, that if euer 
you intend to puniſh any for diſobedience, or contẽpt 
of 4 this man is a fit inſtrument to make 2a 
preſident of , for he is rich, and gaine 


be ſpared. 
And if be goe free , as hee hath dominecred over 
Lordſhips gaue 


v1, to whom your author ty, but no 
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
